TWO BIG NEGROES ASSAULT TWO 
WHITE GIRLS. 


AND A POLICEMAN LOOKED ON. 


An Offense That Might Arouse Judge 
| Lynch Treated by the Police 
as Trivial. 


Two young white girls, disreputable, but 
hardly old enough to be classed as women, 
were arsaulted by two lusty negroes 
Wednesday morning in the municipal prison 
van, in full view of a policeman. 

The policeman regarded it as of small 
consequence and Capt, O'Malley of the Cen- 
tral District seemed to share his view, till 
expressions of indignation from persons of 
less fortitude in contemplating the woes of 
others induced him to revise his opinion. 

It is the custom of the “Black Maria,” as 
the police transfer wagon ig called, to make 
‘the rounds of the district and sub-stations 
every morning, starting at 2 o'clock. A 
Policeman drives and another stands in a 
cage or basket at the rear of the vehicle to 
prevent escapes, It was supposed that his 
duty was also to prevent prisoners from 
doing murder, but Wednesday morning's 
developments make this doubtful.

There were two negresses and a white 
man in the wagon, besides the two negroes, 
and Daisy and Blanche. 

The wagon had hardly left Chestnut Street 
Sta don when the negroes laid violent hands 
on the white giris. 

Lynam could see it and could hear the 
screams of the girls, but he did not in- 
terfere. 

The wagon traversed a dozen blocks at a 
moderately slow pace and during the entire 
time a ecene was being enacted in the ve- 
hicle thas would cause a lynching in some 
eections. 

The negro women in the van protested and 
tried to protect the white girle. They were 
shoved aside and while the girls screamed 
and begged Lynam to rescue them, the 
two big negroes continued unmolested 
do work their will. Lynam explains that he 
feared if he opened the door and went inside 
to stop the outrage the prisoners might 
escape. 

That he could have called the driver to hie 
Assistance seems not to have oocurred to 
his iridescent intellect. 

The girls claim that they begged Lynam 
to help them resist the negroes, and that he 
told them roughly it served em right for 
being arrested for “roping.” He hag not 
denied this statement, and as Capt. O' Mal- 
ley has said that Lynam acted properly, it 
is hardly Mkely that he will be called on bx 
hig superior officers to make a denial. 


When the Black Maria reached the Four 
Courts Lynam called an officer out to help 
him subdue the negroes. That was not 
hard to do, for the sport had oloyed on the 
bucks. The girls were locked up and so 
were their assailants. 

Both girs claimed to have been injured, 


. but no eteps were taken to have a physi- 


clan dress their hurts. In fact, they were 
treated exactly as they would have been 
had they not been assaulted. 

They gave bond at 6 o'clock and went 
to the place they call home. Their cases 
were continued in the police court. 

About .11 o'clock Capt. O'Malley decided 
that the affair was not as trivial as he at 
first deemed u and sent for them. They 
identified the two negroes as the men who 
assaulted them and told of their experience 
with an attention to detail that horrified 
the most hardened of their hearers. 

They both bear marks of violence and 
Daisy Daly will require surgical attention. 

Bhe is a delicate-looking little thing and 
ia sald to be the daughter of a business man 
of good standing in Springfield. 

The negroes deny that they assaulted the 
girl, though they admit that there was a 
commotion in the wagon and tha the white 

screamed for help. According to Geo. 
Tausey he played the role of a Paladin and

A FUSILLADE FOLLOWED THEM. 


One of Them Gaily Tosses a Half Dollar 
to a Barkeeper Who Was 
Firing on Them. 


1 Two burglars drove up to the front door 
to Mrs. Smith's boarding-house at 2129 Pine 
street at 8:30 p. m. Tuesday, and getting 
out of the buggy mounted the stone steps 
and opened the front door with a skeleton 
key. 

They went immediately to the room of 
Philip Lehr, on the second floor, and took 
from there a gold watch and chain valued 
at $100 and about $100 worth of clothes. They 
then entered the room occupied by Henry 
Lewis and took from there two overcoats 
and two suits of clothes. 

The burglars then went downstairs and 
as they were leisurely passing through the 
hall chatting, one of the boarders in the 
sitting room heard them and opened the 
door. The alarm was given. 

The burglars rushed down the steps and 
jumped into the buggy and were driving 
away when one of the boarders fired two 


fghots from the doorway. 


The shots brought George Steele to the 
door of his saloon at Twenty-second and 
Pine streets and hearing cries of Stop 
tief, he drew. his revolver and shot four 
times at the burglars in the buggy. 

One of the burglars returned the fire with 
five bullets, one of which broke a plate glass 
window. The other burglar leaned out the 
ide of the buggy, and, throwing a counter- 
feit half-dollar to the saloon-keeper, yelled: 

“There, go buy yourself a drink.” 

Several other people came out on the 
street, and half a dozen of them emptied 
their revolvers in the direction of the 
burglars. 

But the two men escaped. A half hour 
later the policemen came around and asked 
what had been the trouble. 

The matter was reported at police head- 
quarters, and two detectives were sent out 
ou the case,

NEGRO INVASION THREATENED. 


‘| Every White Man and Boy in the 


Town Armed and Help Going 
From All Directions. 


MAYFIELD, Ky., Dec. 23.—This city is 
rapidly being turned into en armed garri- 
son. Every man and boy capable of carry- 
ing a gun is armed. 

The reason is a threatened invasion of ne- 
groes, who are reported massed in large 
numbers at Water Valley and Wingo, pre- 
paring to make a savage attack on May- 
Held. 

The occasion of the uprising of the ne- 
groes is the lynching of Jim Stone Sunday 
night by A mob and the subsequent driving 
out of a number of low diwe-!keepers. 

The most alarming reports came in dur- 
ing the night. The negroes were said to be 
heavily armed and infuriated. Late at night 
the alarm bells were rung and the men, 
after barricading their homes, assembled in 
the public square, where they waited: for 
the attack. 

Hardware stores were depleted of 
their stocks of guns at an early hour. The 
people are prepared for a bloody resistance 
if an attack is made. 

At 4 o’clock this morning a detachment 
of thirty whites from Fulton came into the 
city armed to the teeth and prepared to re- 
sist the negroes. Eddyville, Kuttawa, Win- 
go, Princeton, Paducah and neighboring 
towns have been asked for aid and com- 
panies are being formed at each ot these 
places. The 2d Regiment, Kentucky State 
Guards, at Paducah, has been asked for a 
Gatling gun and the piece is now on its way 
to this city. 

Agitators have been among the negroes 
in Fulton, Graves and Lyons Counties, and 
at an early hour this morning the news 
reached here that a crowd of one hundred

WRECKED. 


WORK OF STOCK JOBBERS. 


The Scheme Was to Ruin the Calumet 
Street Railway and 
‘Buy It In. 


CHICAGO, Dec. B. -W. A. Hammond. 
Second Vice-President of the National Bank 
of Illinois, who has been charged with pull- 
ing the wool over the eyes of the directors 
of the defunct bank, would not talk to- 
day when seen in his palatial home at 
Evanston. Through an intimate friend, how- 
ever, he made a statement which is calcu- 
lated to inculpate several of the directors 
as well as two or three men Who are not 
connected with the bank. 

The Post makes the above statement, and 
gives the following: 

„W. A. Hammond is to be made the 
scapegoat of the failure of the National 
Bank of Illinois,” said the friend. Ham- 
mond is a broken man to-day, but he is not 
any more to blame for the amount of money 


loaned on Calumet securities than are the 
members of the Finance Committee of the 
bank and its directors. It Was necessary) 
to the purposes of a man connected with 
the South Chicago City Railway and an 
officer of oue of the best known banks 
of this city to aepreciate the Calumet Elec- 
tric road's stocks, and to this end these two 
men br nt about the wrecking of the 
Nationa ank of Illinois. 

Or the bank’s funds $2,475,000 had been 
loaned on the Calumet securities. The plan, 
for wrecking was brilliant. Create cause 
for an investigation, depreciate Calumet 
stock and buy’it. Then combine this Valu- 
able property of sixty-threé miles of new 
track, equipment and franchise with the 
South Chicago Railway, eventually combin- 
ing with the Chicago City Railway, and 
make a fortune of millions within five 
or ten years. 

The truth of the matter is members of the 

Finance Committee and certain directors of 
the National Bank of Illinois have known 
the amount of the Calumet loan and had 
hoped to make individual fortunes on the 
success of the venture. Four years ago W. 
V. Jacobs, who started the Calumet road, 
borrowed $115,000 and paid it up in full. After 
that the ro assed into other hands, and 
A loan was made on the securities, with the 
full knowledge of the Finance Committee of 
the bank and by President Schneider him- 
self. This loan was too large, but it had 
been supposed to be for a few weeks only, 
and the bank, finding itself involved, either 
had to take the loss, ruin an enteprise or go 
ahead.“ 
„Never did I see on the book kept for the 
pu for informing the directors of the 
bank as to who were applicants for loans 
in the name of the Calumet Electric Rail- 
Way.“ 

The above statement was brought about in 
a conversation with Director Page of the de- 
funct National Bank of Illinois to-day, as 
to how euch large loans were made by the 
bank and ostensibly given with the sanction 
of the directors. Mr. Page went on to ex- 
plain how the business of the bank, as far 
as the airestors were concerned, was con- 


duc e: 

“The directorg appointed from among 
themselves what you might term for con- 
venience sake an auditing committee. The 
plan was to let one director drop out each 
month, some other taking his place. Eacn 
day the committee would meet at thd 
bank, its business being to pass upon the 
applications for loans. A record of these 
applications were kept in a book designed 
for the purpose. In this book was also kept 
opposite the name of each applicant a. re- 
cord of the collateral offered to effect the 


joan, 

“When the committee was ready for bus- 
mess Mr. Schneider would come into the 
room bringing with him this book and 
with it another book in which was record- 
ed the daily balance of the would-be bor- 
rower and also a record of how much he 
had previously borrowed.” 

Capt. Schneider, the President of the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois, lives in a rather 
showy brick residence at 2000 Michigan 
avenue. e is 73 years of age and in 
rather feeble health, When called upon 
to-day py @ representative of the Asso- 
ciate refs he said he should have no 
statement whatever to make and he seem- 
ed quite broken by the calamity which 
has befallen him. He was alone and denied

n most of the morfiing talking over the 
telephone with the bank people. There is 
no prospect of the bank's resuming and it 
is by no means certain that it wil pay its 
depositors in full, as at first stated.

REPORT TO SECRETARY HERBERT 
BY A NAVAL BOARD. 


ITS SESSION WAS SECRET. 


The Order for Plans Issued in View of 
Possible Trouble With a For- 
eign Power. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—A report has 
Just been submitted to Secretary Herbert by 
a board of naval officers outlining a plan 
of defense of the Atlantic and Gulf Coast 
in case of war. 

The board met secretly and consisted of 
Admirals Ramsay and Bunce, Capts. Samp- 
eon and Taylor and Lieut. Wainright. In- 
asmuch as this board was organized by 
order dated Aug. 19, last, and convened by 
virtue of that ‘order, the meeting has no 
relation to the present state of foreign re- 


lations. 

The plans of defense considered were on- 
ginally prepared at the Naval War College 
at Newport, R. 1. The order for the ex- 
amination and revision of plans was issued 
in view of possible A. with a foreign 
power. The Secretary of the Navy denies 
that the board was assembled on account 
of possible complications with Spain, and 
declares that plans for coast defense would 
havé been — at this time whether our 
foreign relations were serene or strained.

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CLEVELAND INDORSES OLNEY. 

President Cleveland has sent out 
a semi-official statement that he fully 
indorses Secretary Olney’s interview re- 
garding the Cameron Cuba resolution. 

This was to be expected. As the Post- 
Dispatch said at the time, it was not 
likely that the Secretary would publish 
such an unprecedented statement with- 
out consulting the President. On general 
principles, too, it is safe to assume that 
none of his Cabinet clerks could go so far 
in expressing contempt for the people 
and their chosen representatives that Mr. 
Cleveland would not indorse and applaud 
hig utterances. Neither in Europe nor 
America at the present time is there any | 
head of a government more thoroughly 
autocratic in feeling than President 
Cleveland. He respects the people only 
when they are offering incense at his 
shrine. At no time nor under any cir- 
cumstances has he any respect for Con- 
gress. His openly avowed view of Con- 
gress is that it is a public nuisance, to be 
endured by the Executive with as much 
resignation as he can muster, but other- 
wise to be regarded as something to kick 
and flout and belittle. 

Mr. Cleveland’s indorsement of Olney 
should determine the attitude of Con- 
gress towards the Cameron resolution. 
It should be promptly passed by both 
Houses after the holidays, and when the 
President vetoes it, it should be promptly 
passed over his veto by both Houses. 

The issue presented is no longer one of 
foreign relations, but of constitutional 
government. If the President is the auto- 
crat he thinks he is, the country should 
know it; it has certainly remained in ig- 
norance of that fact until now. If Con- 
gress, which alone has the constitutional 
power to declare war, to authorize the 
raising of troops, and to vote supplies 
for equipping and maintaining them, has 
no voice in determining the relations of 
the republic with foreign nations, it is 
‘time to learn it, so that this great blunder 
of the framers of the Constitution may 
be rectified as soon as possible by a 
proper amendment. Difficult as it is to 
amend the Federal Constitution, there 
can be no doubt that if the autocracy 
which Mr. Cleveland has set up is actual- 
ly imbedded in the present Constitution, 
five-sixths of the States will vote for an 
amendment that will reduce the Presi- 
dent to the proper level of a constitu- 
tional administrator of laws passed by 
the people’s representatives. 

If Congress hesitates now, it not only 
consents to a reduction of its own pre- 
rogatives and prestige, but it betrays 
the people, who have heretofore supposed 
that when they elected a President they 
chose a servant and not a ruler.

CARLISLE’S REAR END RED LIGHT 
Perhaps the strongest part of Secretary 
Carlisle’s annual report is that in which 
he refers to the tendency to increased 
governmental expenditures. 

After stating that deficits in annual 
revenues ere results more of reckless 
extravagance than of any failure of the 
laws to provide &mple revenue for gov- 
ernment economically administered, the 
Secretary concludes that “the great in- 
crease in the ordinary expenditures of 
the Government during the last seven 
years has been without precedent in ouf 
history in time of peace, and presents a 
subject which imperatively demands the 
most serious consideration of Congress.” 

The expenditures during the last seven 
years show an increase of over $103,000,000 
per annum. A little more than half of 
this increase has been in the Pension of- 
fice, but the army and navy expendi- 
tures, taken together, show an increase 
of nearly $22,000,000 per annum, and what 
is still more unaccountable, the “civil 
and miscellaneous” list of expenses grew 
during the seven years from about $76,- 
000,000 per annum to about $96,000,000 per 
annum. 7 

The Chicago platform, on which Mr. 
Bryan came so near election as Presi- 
dent, said: We denounce the profligate 
waste of the money wrung from the 
people by oppressive taxation, and the 
lavish appropriations of recent Republi- 
can Congresses, which have kept taxes 
high while the labor that pays them {s 
unemployed and the products of the 
people's toll are depressed in price till 
they no longer pay ule cost of produc- 
tion. We demand a return to that sim- 
plicity and economy which befits a Dem- 
ocratic government, and a reduction in 
the number of useless offices, the salaries 
of which dram the substance of the 
people.”

AS TO FRANCIS AND FORMAN. 


Neither of Them Turned Traitor Till 
the Scent of an Office Came 
Within Range.

‘MEXICO, Mo., Dec. 23.—Says Chairman 
Sam Cook of the Democratic State Central

First French Reform Inaugurated in 
Madagascar. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%.—Among the 
earliest reforms of the French Government 
in Madagascar is a decree abolishing slav- 
ery, a copy of which has reached the State 
Department from Consul Wetter, at * om 


tave. It declares all the inhabitants

Other features of the 
Wecree are that France promises not to im- 
pose on the people of Madagascar any ex- 
traordinary war tax and offers aid to dis- 
possessed owners of slaves in the form of 
territorial possessions. Another decree re- 
lating to schools prohibits interference by 
teachers in political affairs and urges in- 
struction in the French language.

Siamese Soldiers at Bangkok Make an 
Attack on Mr. Kellett. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A cable to the 
Herald from Bangkok, Siam, says that a 
number of Siamese soldiers attacked and 
wounded Mr. Kellett, the United States 
Consul General in that city. They demanded 
the release of a consular clerk who, they 
alleged, had been unjustly arrested. 

Mr. Barrett, the United States Minister, 
protested. The Siamese Government is pur- 


suing dilatory tactics, but promises to make 
inquiry into the incident. 

The Siamese Government is not repre- 
sented in Washington. The officials of the 
State Department, the Herald states, have 
received no information on the subject.

FICHT SHOT AT HIS DOOR. 


The Slayer When Locked Up Avers 
That He Fired the Shot in 
Self-Defense.

Wednesday on Frederick Ficht, the grocer, 
hot and killed by Frederick Hes«nberg 
Tuesday evening. Heimberg was held for 
the killing. 

Ficht's death resulted from a family 
quarrel, whose trivial beginning was out of 
all proportion to its tragic ending. 

Ficht kept a grocery Store and saloon at 
3201 Kossuth avenue. Heimberg lived next 
door, at 320. He is a carpenter and has 
been unemployed for geome time. ' 

The families have lived side by side for 
eix years and had no trouble un Ficht de- 
cided to bu.ld a shed im his side yard, next 
to the Helmberg residence. 

Ficht told Heimberg he intended to erect 
a stable. This was said in fun, but Heim- 
berg took it in earnest. e was excited 
about the matter and threatened to protest 

ainst the building of the stable. 

oht then told him that he was going 
to build an ordinary woodshed. Heimberg 


him to build the shed. 

Last Monday morning the work was com- 

menced by Joe Grace of 4036 North Grand 

eimberg was furious when he 
found he would not get the job. He and 
Ficht had thot words and it looked as if 
they would come together. 

Helmberg brooded over his troubles for 
a day or two. Then he told his neighbors 
how he had been treated by Ficht. He is 
said to have made uncomplimentary re- 
marks about Ficht’s wife. ° 

Shortly before 6 o’clock Tuesday Heimberg 
went to Ficht’s store to buy some yeast 
for his wife and some whisky for himself. 
Besides Ficht and Heimberg only Joe Grace 
was in the store a? the time. According to 
his account, when Heimberg entered Ficht 
accused him of slandering his wife. The 
Fichts were separated for awhile five years 
— and Helmberg is sad to have talked 
of this in a manner derogatory to Mrs. 
Ficht's good name. Grace says that Heim- 
berg walked out of the store and Fich? 
followed him, telling him that he must not 
talk about his wife. 

They went out on the pavement, where 
Heimberg pulled his revolver and shot Ficht 
through the *emple. So far as is known 
there were no eyewitnesses to the shooting. 
2 reached the s.dewalk just as Ficht 
611. 


Helmberg walked to the Fair Grounds 
Station and gave himself up. From there 
he was taken to the Fifth District Station. 
Ficht was carried to his room over the 
‘store and died an hour jater. 

Heimberg does not deny the shooting, but 
says that Ficht struck him and was com- 
ing at him in a threatening manner when 
he fired the shot. 

Ficht was well-to-do and highly respect- 
ed. He owned a number of fine trotting 
horses and was a member of the Gentle- 
men’s Driv.ng Club. 

He was 37 years old and left a wife and 
two children. Heimberg is 34 years old 
and has a wife and four children.
